"Darin;; the paot three weeks I have 
lidU iiuusaal opportunity lui obtaining 
adiUtionol contirmation of the facts con- 
taiue J ill my luinouncement of the im- 
peniljiig uprising of tkt> Armenians in 
Tnviey next month. I have traveled 
uiuuy miles up iuid down and acrosH tho 
-bolder in seoix^h of certain faets, and as 
•-malt I have had the satisf action of 
•aotnally seeing and handling some of 
the rides now beizig smnggled aoroes 
'the Turkish frontier by the agents of 
Hhe revoltttioaary j>arty. Moreover, the 
^plaiM of the part^ have been fully ex 
idaiiMd to me iq^ some of the most 
• active and intelligent of the leaders uf 
the ' .istera'winaof the movement, and 
I aiu now 'Cntir^ satisiied that unless 
untoKeeen and uncontrollable ciroum 
•tancee arise the upiising will take 
jdaoe M annoQiioed. 

"The «Eaot date for the nprisiny hai 
not yet been lAxed owrtngfortlMBMt 
part to the faot thak thA wtreuM MOtiM 
of the MvoluMonaiy jp artr ia not ready 
for aodm aperatioiBA Wnether or not 
the ««ntral section will wait for the 
eaatera wing longer than the mouth of 
"May 140 not know nor haa the matter 
aotnallTbeaa deoiilad. lam led to be- 
liere t^at the eastern wing can not be 
ready for liMtiUtiee in May. and imeaibly 
not before the Ist of July.

"i'^ew crops were grown last summer, 
owina: to tlie tact tliat many of the 
ftu-ni. rsand cultivators were th/own into 
prison hr the Turks under charges uf 
ievoiuti<jnary conspiracy. Tnun ttie 
cuttle wevj stolen by the Xnrds, unil 
what the piKjr (leople had k-ft iu tlie 
way of .^Jiovisions or jiroperty, wus 
«eize4l by the goveriunent ofllcials for 
taxes, i'.ron tiie coninionest household 
uteiifils were taken by the tax gather- 
ers, i-o thi- pi- pic were 1 . .iestitute. . 

"Tho.sH u ho were abk ,o (to so lied to 
ftussia M\ i I'ersia, taking with them 
only the 1(1 tms which coveiwl their pei- 
1 sons. Handreds of them died on the 
\ road of wai vatioa and ezposm'e. Of 
the.se tht> oJd women and young chil 
djien werotlie iniwt nunierotis; but in 
iij-diy ca-*£_s strong men broke down 
under tlie fcti ain of hunger and despair. 
'r>i»'re will I w no crops planted iu east- 
ern Aimeuia this sju-ing, for the 
country everywhere is suffering from a 
reign of tenor. 

"The pre.'.(jnce of the couuuissiou of 
inquiry ut Aloosh and 'the iudiguation 
of iJie Cliristiun powers of Europe have 
had abHoluti^iy no t'ttect ou the cuuduot 
of either the lurks or the Kurds .u 
eastern Turkey. I am just iu receipt 
of trustworthy adviues from a uou-Av- 
meuli^ii source at Van to (be elfect thai 
a masiiuore is looked for at any momeu.,. 

"It is a fact which the British gov- 
ernment can verify by couaoltiug the 
report of Mr. l^n, an official of th" 
British oousolate at Tkbraiz, Persia, 
that in several oaaes the Turkish offi 
oials in the devaatated district of Ar 
meuia tried hard to siive the Armenians 
from death and their property from de- 
struction, but when they protested 
against the murderous raids of ^he 
troops the officers read to them the 
orders of the siilcan, and lo nothing 
could be done. 

"Mr. Paton has lately returned to 
Tebriz from an investigat^ing tour 
among the Armenian refugees along the 
border between Persia and Tin key . 1 le 
found plenty of them from the Lak. 
Van and Miwbh districts, but not one 
from Hassouii. There are no Suiisoun 
survivors in Oumiaia, Balmiw, Dilimau, 
Khol, Tebriz or any other place iu Per- 
Bia.iMmd so very few in Russia that they 
are BRst diflicult to hud. This absence 



of (Sassotm people among so many ref- 
ugees irom other districts of eastern 
- Armenia suggests the dreadful possibil- 
ity that few of those wretched people 
escaped the massacre. 

"The investigation of Mr. Paton 
•long the Persian txnrder haa been oon- 
linwd. and conflrms now th^ faots in a 
general way which I have incidentally 
obtained during the past eight weeks. 
Bte has ooUeoMd many heartrending 
stories of perseontion, robbery, outrage 
and mnxder, with names, dates and 
places, and bs reasonable proof that the 
refugees who grve testimony to hiiu 
told the truth it may be sidd that in a 
general w^ay the facts obtained in (Uf- 
fereut places were pract.cally the same. 
Tlie events of tlie massacre were so hor- 
rible that even the chronic exaggeration 
of the Armenian mind fails to add any- 
thing to them. 

"Mr. Paton was accompanied on thw 

tour of investigation by Dr. Wright, an 
Aiii''ncau nussioiKuy. stationed ut. 
Salinas. The.se gent'iemen took tlic 
fesfuno!iy f' i.ri several witiies-e- to the 
efl'iH t that when ilie Turiii^li soldiers 
and Knrrts appeared at a certain villuKc 
they kille<i some of the villagers who 
dared to protest against their outrages, 
and many of the dead men were cut up 
and thrown into a kettle and boiled in a 
manner like so much beef. The boiled 
pieties were then given to the villagers 
for food. The wretched creatures .were 
compelled to eat their freinds to the 
loiit mouthful. 

"In another vill.ige a party of Kurds 
found a child asleeij in a cradle. They 
overturned the cradle and smotliere l 
the child. Then they dissected uux 
roasted pieces of it before the tire. As 
a climax they compellt^ the members ( i 
(he family, including the child's 
mother, to eat tiie roasted pieces. But 
these are only casual instances picked 
ont at random from the mass of testi- 
mony taken by Mr. Paton and Dr. 
Wright, the details of which will be 
found in Mr. Palon's report if it is ever 
made pnblio. So mnoh that is horrible 
in the war tA tortus* and outrage is 
soattend through this tisstimony that 
■the report may i^ot be made pabUc. 

"The NflB|«es who tell tnese stories 
are for the most part ready to return fo 
Armenia to wreak Vengeance upon tlieir 
perseootors OS soon as ^hey aresnpphed 
with anunnuition, arms and food by t h • 
revolutionary partr, and, as already- 
stated, the only tning lacking is fooo . 
The weapons I .have seen are known . i 
Unsaia as "Soldatski" guns; that is th ' 
^:uus issued to the soldiers of the xy\i- 
ulur army of Russia. The gnu is the 
Berdan rifle, a simple, efficient arm 
particularly well suited to rough usau'e. 

"Oueof tjiie bitterast thiu;rs the Ai 
meniau revblntlonary leaders has to 
tlect upon is the fact that many Ar- 
menians' act as spies for the Turkish 
government. It iu a melancholy state 
of things freely admitted bv the Ar 
ineuiaus tbem.selves, that hundreds (• 
•Armenians can always be found to sell 
^ut their country and their friends fo 
few pieces ot silver. The revoluti(ni.u v 
leaili'is h.ariily know whom to ii;y 
Miion.for the^ most trusted ngeucs may 
le iu the pay of tlM Turkish goveru 
inent. 

"The leaders and jigcnfs whom I 
have met :;ie apparently sincere and 
trust wort iiy. liu re was no bluster or 
br;i^' (n- buncoinho about anything tiiey 
said. ( )iie iiiun told me, while eima^ed 
in tlie jirelii nary work of the reV(jiu- 
tioii ii-y movi inent, he once walke.l

"I Hiu convinced that any relief 
money entrusted to any Armenian will 
sooner or lut<tr be used to help the revo- 
lutiouaiy cause. The entire Armenian 
people are interested in this revolution. 
At present thS only possible way iu 
which tlie starving pisople of Armenia 
can be helped is by means of the Chris 
tian missionaries in Turkey and Persia. 
I say this u(>t kuowing what the coin 
plication mi^ht arise between tlie mis 
sijuaries and the Turkish goremment. 
but to^ve money to Armenian com 
mitteesiB simply to aid the revolution 
ists. Help <<i uesded. boweTer,N|iid that 
immediately."

Washikotom, May 87.— New treaties 
of far reaching importance have recent- 
ly been made between Nicaragua am. 

J londuras, and oflici.il c(;pies liavo jnsu 
liien recei''ed in Was nngton. The 
treaties have been nmU i negotiation for 
some time, luid were tiuaily pat into ef 
feet by proolamotloaTth tM I8(h of lajit 
month. 

They are the first practical step 
toward the formation of a Centra 
American nation ont of the severiU 
small repahlios. Nicaragoa, Honduras, 
Ouatemua, SalTsdor and Costa Bica, 
The first treaty forms a defensive alii 
ance against common enemies. It 
obliterates commeroial frontier.^ so that 
foreigners once admitted to one country 
are free to enter another. An e\in\ •« 
provision is ni.ide agiunst the posM unity 
of war I n ween the couutries by an 
urticle re(iuiring ditiferences to be ad 
justed by arbitration of some govern 
ment on the Americup continent. 

Article h'i is tlie one looking to tin 
union in a single nation, and ls as f.il 
lows: "The hi/h contract uiu' puriKv 
solemnly declare that they cim 
not and will not consider as lor 
ei^A tne other Clentral Americ.ia 
countries, and that they will l.i!< -r con- 
stantly to inaint.on the family houl: 
and the f^rc.uest cordiality :ii their .e 
lations niak ng a common culsc with 
them in c.i.se of war or diliicnlt le.s wMi 
foreign countries, and iiicdi.iting r.i 
tlieir internal relations. To ili;.s end 
the present treaty will be su. uatieil to 
their c(.iisi(leration, invitiu„ tiieia 
sni. scribe to it as a common ( ciii 
American treaty, until wii; arrr.al 
the (lay when tiiey siiad be incui |).ji.i', 
into a siii^r!'; nation." 

The liMturcs of the treaty show tlie 
closi 111 ul the alliance nov.' foruncl be- 
tween N icar.i;.?ua and 11 111 iuras. .\i - 
ticle 1 binds the government to "uii.iy

The uriicl. pledging a mutual otien 
sive and defensive alliance is as follow- 
••Both governments declare that flu:< 
shall exist between them a defensive al- 
liance in ca.s«) af foreign war, aud an 
oliousive one agi»inst common enemies. " 

Article 4 arranges a plan of arbitra- 
tion effecting all Central Amenoau 
.states, tincceediug articles agree on 
uailorm poJtal, tariff and other laws, 
uniform illplomatic representation 
abro.id, etc. In every way possible the 
boundary line is vnped out, and the 
couutries furm a complete politioai 
union or alliance. Aitide IV expresses 
tlie extent of this onion as follows: 
"The said contract government desirous 
of actiufe jointly in everything affecting' 
tlieir incefei.ta, besides endMVuring to 
make uniform |heir foreign p(dioy and 
to have a common represeuumTe before 
other nations, shall WSMtttx to ugrce 
upon a basis upon which Uuqr shall con 
ciude sub^nent traati«s with foreign 
nations and make ooucesiiious to steam- 
ship,:railroad and other ooiupanies. " 

Article 60 against war for reprisal is 
08 follows: **8hoald any of the articles 
of tills treaty be violated or infringed ui 
in any way, or slwnld any other cunse 
of disagnsement between the two re- 
publics arise, it is expressly stipulated 
that neither of the contracting parti<>s 
shall order or authorize acts of reprisal 
nor declare war until all peuetful 
means of satisfaction of agreement have 
been exhausted." 

These me .us shall be the setting forth 
in memorials of the offenses or damages 
inflicted with competent proofs or testi- 
mony to be f|eseuted by rlic hk-'i >< ved 
government, ind should satislaction ^K* 
denied the decision of tlie in.ittcr siuiii 
be submitted to the ai biti.niou of one 
of the governments of Cenind Ameriea 
or of the American continent.

Mary K. neesc. .slip ilic.l hi, her 
home March 'J. when slie was lK)rii. ljri>u«ht up, 
miirried, and lived all her days, and was biiiled 
i:i the (rtiMily.hiiryiiiK ground on the same farm 
where her home was. She wa.s the daughter of 
Elijah fJuden. who was one of the early suttliTs 
of .Mason County. It U said that Heiijamin 0«t 
Jen, who Willi .lanics Haw, were the tlrst two 
[■rearhers that Mr. Aslmry .sent into Kentucky, 
preaihed in his cabin shortly after their arrival 
at Limestone. That Henaoii was probably the 
Hocond .sermon that Ogden prcacbed in Ken 
t icky, tb« flmt one being In the bouse o( 
Thomas Stevcmtou. Home of the foundation 
s ones of the cabin that <)gdeu preached In arc 
still to be Keen on the ground. Mtt. Bans at the 
lime ot her death wm eighty-one yean of age, 
and had been a member ot tho church for W 
years. Her father's honie wasooe of tlw preach 
ing places for many yean of the early preaeiMn 
and It was In her home that she Jeinsd tha 
church stzty-ilTe yean afo nniler the pNaetatng 
of WUUam Aaktin, one of the moat loalous 
preachen ot hli day. She was married in 1834 
to Daatel BeM« by whomiheluid atrtn ohlldren 
At* of whom, are lirint and aetUad in Mason 
Ooanty. She and bar hnsbaad wars azamplary 
momben of tha ohnroh dorlnc tho'r married 
llfs, and their bome was always a stopping place 
for the preaohen. An old plan of the Limestone 
cl rcutt shows Baden's to be one of the preaching 
places in said circuit, and afterwards when the 
Minerva circuit was organized, one of the 
preaching places waa Reese's. Mrs. Reese be 
longed to a family that has helped to make hit 
tory for Methodism in Mason County. She was 
the niece of Thomas Stevenson who was the 
father of Dr. Edward Stevenson, the first book 
aBcnt of the .Southern Methodist Clinrcli. Her 
nncle's house was prohaldy the cradle of Meth 
oiliMn in Kentucky, for it was ttiere that Ogden 
and llinv bewail their liili^irs amoUK the sheep 
out in the wilderness. Mori' than this, her 
l?randfiitlier, John Kvaiis, was tJie fir>t convert 
to Mi'thodisiu in Americii. and heandliis wife 
helped to constitute the lirst i lass that was ever 
organized in America. All this took place on 
Sam's Creek, In. Maryland, under the ministry of 
Robert ftrawhridKC, who was one of the first 
Methodist preachers tocome to America. 

Strawbridge settled on Sam's Creek when he 
came to ^Vmerlca, and caused to be built there 
the first church erected in Methodism oa the 
coutlneut. He was a zealous and faithful man, 
and the Evans' were his first converts. The class 
that he collected together was organized in 1764, 
and was cunipo: ed ufscveu or eight members, of 
wttom were John Evans and his wife, and hli 
aapbcw, Job Evans, and his wife. ThnididUte 
anosstois and kinsman of Mrs. Beaso halp to 
make tha bag toBlng ot Visthodlam In Ametioa, 
A woBum^wbo Is connaelsd with tba aisa of 
Methodism on tha eontlnsnt and also In hat na- 
tlva Itata, la antttlad to all honor, and her imme 
shoaldUftlenglnthaaamofTOf barposteflty 
and Meads. BSr ahtldita att all mombaisof 
the Methodist Chofoh, and sia warm supporters 
of Its instltctions, and are tbns endeavoring to 
walk In the steps of tluir venerable and much- 
respected mother. The funeral services of this 
venerable servant of God were attended by a 
large concourse of people from all parbt, and she 
was devoutly and reverently laid to rest by the 
side of her husband and kindred until the dawn 
of the resurrection. The church on this eharije 
has suttered much Ijy the di ath of its prominent 
meint)ers sinte my < onnecilon with it.
